Price Boosts 


Drastic Steps Loom, 
Truman Aides Say 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7 ( ^ —In­ 
fluential White House officials said 
tonight that eventual price and 
wage controls are inevitable. 
The date of their imposition, they 
laid, depends primarily on the time 
required to set up the necessary ad­ 
ministrative machinery. 
These men, who are in daily con­ 
tact with President Truman but 
who cannot be named, said there is 
no question that drastic steps will 
have to be taken to meet the new 
crisis arising out of the Chinese 
Communist invasion of Korea and! 
its threat of a possible third world 
war. 
A reporter questioned key presi­ 
dential 
aides 
after Stephen 
T. 
Early, acting White House press 
secretary, said at a news conference 
there has been “broad general dis­ 
cussion** of an emergency proclama­ 
tion. but that no decision has been 
made. 
Speedy Action Not Expected 
Early, pinch hitting as secretary 
because of the sudden death of 
Presidential Secretary Charles Bass, 
emphasized his belief that no de­ 
cision is imminent. 
Later, other White House officials 
said they did not expect action 
quickly because of the immensity of 
* the problem of enforcement. 
“It will take a amah army of men 
to enforce price controls,” one of 
them said. “It is a step that no one 
likes to take” 
Meantime, the government took 
two moves today to hold down 
prloes; 
1. The 
Economic 
Stabilization 
Administration asked General Mo­ 
tors and Ford to suspend auto price 
increases announced this week, and 
requested other motor car makers to 
withhold and contemplated price 
boosts. 
2. The Senate and House passed 
bills to prolong rent controls. The 
Senate bill would extend them for 
$0 days beyond Dec. 31, the House 
bill for 90 days. Differences will be 
ironed out in conference. 
In Detroit, General Motors and 
Ford said the government’s hold 
thr-line requests had not yet been 
received Both declined comment. 
Balance Needed, McGrath Says 
There are differences of opinion 
within the administration over the 
advisability of “across the board” 
price controls as against selective 
controls, growing primarily out of 
the cost and personnel required for 
administration. 
Whatever wage controls may ul 
tim ately be agreed upon will be in 
the nature of wage “stabilization, 
informants said They did not define 
the term.

Virtually all White House officials 
questioned as to the prospects of 
an emergency proclamation, agreed 
that the administration already has 
ample authority to act in both the 
price and wage stabilization fields 
under legislation passed this year 
Attorney General McGrath said 
tonight the government must strike 
a fine balance between too many 
and too few economic controls in 
the current period of military pre 
pared ness. 
At the same time he recommend 
ed that the production of materials 
for both military and civilian needs 
be spread out to include both large 
and small business.

Move To Censure 
Acheson Planned 
By GOP Senators 


Im ' Resolution 
Asks Replacement 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7 (ZP)—Sen­ 
ate Republican leaders talked to­ 
night of offering a resolution of 
censure against Secretary of State 
Acheson. Earlier in the day they had 
referred to the GOP rank and file 
a proposed party call for his re­ 
placement. 
Sen. Bridges (R-NH) told news­ 
men he will report to the confer­ 
ence of all 43. GOP senators next 
week on his study of the possibility 
of asking the Senate to (I) censure 
Acheson, (2) withdraw its Jan. 18, 
1949 approval of his nomination or 
(3) to go on record for Impeach­ 
ment of the secretary. The House 
must take the initiative in im­ 
peachment cases. 
Obviously taking the view that the 
latter two courses were impractical, 
Bridges said there is a possibility 
that a censure resolution might be 
offered. 
That would give the whole Senate 
a chance to make its views known on 
Acheson, whereas a resolution draft­ 
ed by Sen. Ives (R-NY), asking for 
Aoheson’s resignation or replace­ 
ment, would be voted upon only by 
the Republican caucus.

Committee, headed by Sen. Taft of 
Ohio, decided at a morning meet­ 
ing to check the Ives resolution up 
to the conference.

Austin Says 
U. N. Will Not 
Bow To Force 


Crisis In Korea 
Is Voted Priority 


LAKE SUCCESS, Dec. 7 (A*)— 
Warren R. Austin ^oday warned 
Communist China and its backer, 
the Soviet Union, that the United 
Nations will not bow to mighty 
force in Korea. The chief U. S. 
delegate called on the U. N. to de­ 
mand the withdrawal of Communist 
aggressors from Korea and to pass 
a moral judgment against aggres­ 
sion anywhere in the world. 
“If those who are challenging the 
United Nations believe that we will 
give up our principles because they 
threaten us with mighty force, let 
them know that they are tragically 
mistaken,” Austin told the grave­ 
faced members of the U. N. Assem­ 
bly’s Political Committee. 
Crisis Voted Priority 
He spoke after the committee 
voted down strong objections from 
Russia’s Andrei Y. Vishinsky and 
put the Korean crisis ahead of all 
business. The vote was 42 to 5 
(Soviet bloc). 
The United Nations will not 
swerve from its principles,” Austin 
continued. “We Will not give up our 
settled purpose to make Korea free 
and independent. We will not yield 
in our considered decision to make 
aggression impossible through this 
United Nations organization.” 
Austin’s speech to the committee 
opened the tensely expected com­ 
mittee debate on the undeclared 
war in Korea and topped a fast 
moving day in the U. N. 
No Answer To Peace Plea 
The 13 Asian and Middle East 
sponsors of a peace apneal dis­ 
closed they have had no word from 
Peiping and they do not know when 
or if they will get an answer to 
their plea for the Red Chinese to 
stop at the 38th parallel. They held 
a brief huddle here and decided to 
meet from time to time to continue 
their efforts for peace. Two other 
countries.

D.CBank Robbed 
Of Over $35,000 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7 (/P) - 
Three men wearing colored silk 
handkerchiefs for masks today held 
up a new bank In an exclusive resi­ 
dential section of Washington and 
got away with $35,000 to $40,000. 
No shots were fired; nobody was 
hurt. It was the Spring Valley 
branch of the National Metropolitan 
Bank — victim of the second big 
bank robbery in Washington this 
year. 
The trio, with soft gray hats 
pulled low over their eyes, struck 
at mid-day when the bank was 
empty of customers. They walked 
in, pulled out pistols and barked: 
“This is a stickup.” 
Manager Francis P. Hildebrand, 
who gave the estimate of the loss, 
was forced to open the vault. A 
robber scooped bundles of currency 
into a shopping bag. Four other 
employes, and a customer who en­ 
tered while the holdup was in pro­ 
gress, were forced to lie on the floor. 
The men ran out. Nobody saw 
them leave the bank, opened last 
August in Northwest Washington 
near the Maryland state line. 
The robbery bore similarities to 
the holdup of the Shepherd Park 
branch of the Hamilton National 
Bank here last February when three 
men escaped with $28,000. 


Destructive 
Gales Sweep 
Eastern U. S. 


(By Th* Associated Press! 
December loosed another flurry of 
climatic blows Thursday that caus­ 
ed destructive gales in the East, a 
freeze in the South and cold and 
deep snow in the Midwest. 
Terrific winds swept through Erie, 
Pa., smashing department store win­ 
dows and ripping down signs. The 
blow reached 50 miles an hour in 
the business district. Gusts of 91 
miles an hour were recorded at the 
airport. All scheduled air flights 
were cancelled. 
Blimp Torn From Moorings 
A commercial blimp was torn 
from its moorings at the East Pitts­ 
burgh airport. Damage was esti­ 
mated at $70,000. The wind reached 
a rate of 60 miles an hour. Rain 
accompanied the big blow. 
High winds accompanied by rain 
and snow downed power lines and 
toppled 
trees in 
West Virginia. 
Temperatures plunged 
toward 
a 
forecasted 20 degrees after afternoon 
readings in the 50’s. Several mines 
in the Welch, W. Va., area were dis 
abled because of power failure, and 
at Morgantown, winds caused $5,000 
damages to a concrete block plant. 
In 
Maryland, rain, 
sleet 
and 
wtnds up to 80 miles an hour were 
recorded. Chesapeake Bay shipping 
was hampered by the storms and at 
Frederick, the gale unroofed homes 
and knocked out power lines. 
Cold Wave In South 
The gale was the third in the 
East in two weeks. The Washington 
Weather Bureau said winds of 40 
to 55 miles an hour would flay 
Pennsylvania, Western New York, 
Delaware, Maryland, East and Cen 
tral Virginia and Eastern New York 
and New Jersey. 
A cold wave rolled across the 
South. Freezing weather extended 
to the Gulf of Mexico. Water froze 
in Mobile, Ala., on the Gulf while 
a thaw caused some melting snow 
in Duluth, Minn., nearly 1,500 miles 
to the north.

The cumulative report by the De­ 
fense Department today represents 
casualties where the next of kin 
had been notified through Dec. I. 
Because of delays in notification, it 
does not include all losses to that 
date. 
The official list showed 5,038 kill­ 
ed in action, but the total of known 
dead was swollen to 5,616 by the 
addition of 573 men who died of 
wounds, and five listed as missing 
now confirmed as dead. 
Those wounded, non-fatally as 
well as fatally, totaled 22,337.

Our Chinese Friends 


There are obvious possibilities of a full-fledged 
war with China. It is now Just half a century since 
American troops last fought the Chinese. China was 
then under the rule of the ignorant and reactionary 
Dowager Empress, Tzu Hsi. She detested all foreign­ 
ers and modern ideas, .sensing correctly that ulti­ 
mately they meant the doom of absolute rule like hers. 
She therefore egged on a secret society, "JThe Society 
of Righteous and Harmonious Boxers,” to massacre 
Chinese Christians, tear up railroad tracks, telephone 
wires and post offices, and finally to decree death to 
all foreigners. 
* 
The Empress then ordered the foreign legations 
in Peking to leave within 24 hours. On their refusal 
they were besieged for eight weeks, until an allied 
army rescued them. Considering how soon the Euro­ 
pean powers were to be at war with each other, with 
the United States 1 aking part, it is interesting to note 
that Austria, England, France, Germany, Italy, Japan; 
Russia and the United States all fought harmoniously 
side by side against the Chinese. The commander-in- 
chief was a German, Count Alfred von Waldersee. 
To repay the destruction of their property and 
the lives of their subjects the allies demanded an in­ 
demnity of $325,000,000. In 1907 the United States vol­ 
untarily remitted part of our share, and In gratitude 
the Chinese government spent the sum on scholar­ 
ships for Chinese to attend American universities. , 
Ever since then the Chinese have felt kindly to 
Americans as the one nationality which they could 
believe did not have designs on their country. Will 
the Communist government be able to destroy this 
friendly feeling and Imbue its subjects with hatred for 
a nation that has always meant them well? 


History In The Soil 


In building a 450-mile pipeline through New 
Mexico and Arizona, the El Paso Natural Gas Com­ 
pany made an unusual addition to the labor force for 
the operation. A group of scientists was attached to 
the trenching crews, to watch for archaeological dis­ 
coveries and to save them from casual destruction. 
The job of these scientists has been to excavate 
ruins of ancient buildings and remove all significant 
artifacts from them, and dig up skeletons and other 
evidences of earlier habitation discovered along the 
route of the trench, before these could be ruined by 
the trenching machines. Also they have examined the 
pipeline trench after it was dug, for any other interest­ 
ing discoveries which might be made. The state 
museums are the beneficiaries of the scientists’ work. 
It is a pity that this aspect of an excavating proj­ 
ect is so rare. There is no telling how much invaluable 
knowledge of the past has been lost forever because 
digging machinery jipped through archaeological 
treasures which went unseen, or unappreciated, by the 
operators. Perhaps it is as well that we do not know 
how much has thus been lost; the knowledge might 
break a historian’s heart. 
f 


German Women 
The small number of German women who held 
political offices before the war were among the first 
of Hitler’s victims. This fact has not been forgotten by 
those few who might follow their example today. 
Mrs. Maurice T. Moore, an American delegate to 
a Bavarian conference on women’s affairs, says that 
the resulting latent fears acts as a deterrent to an 
already sluggish group. Though far outnumbering the 
men, they still consider politics a man’s business, and 
the ordinary man shifts the burden to the ‘‘official” 
class. This is the sort of thinking which put and kept 
Hitler in power. 
Such agencies as the Young Women’s Christian 
Association are working among the German women, 
tryingto break their age-old rigidity as to women’s 
fields of work. Study and training groups are being 
formed to teach women their civic duties. 
European and Oriental women have been slow to 
realize their latent power. Their generations of sub­ 
jection have conditioned them to a life of submission 
to masculine authority, in which they have not neces­ 
sarily been without influence, but usually without 
overt voice. More generations will doubtless be needed 
to change their attitude. Training girls now growing 
up to think and act for themselves may show favor­ 
able results in the future.

Various Types

/ M OME of our contagious hoti- 
1 ’ pita]* have so few patients 
that the w^rds virtually are 
U empty. 
Large section! have 
been closed off and corridors are 
ghost-like In appearance. 
This Is 
particularly true of the diphtheria 
wards and there is something in­ 
spiring about their emptiness 
because it represents a triumph of 
man over disease. 
In former days, 
diphtheria was going strong at this 
time of the year in most northern 
countries. 
In the past it was a great killer, 
carrying off children from rich and 
poor homes with rapidity. 
Many 
of these youngsters were happy and 
healthy one day and gone the next. 
But the malady has not been eradi­ 
cated end would return tomorrow 
except for immunization. 


The disease may appear in various 
forms. 
In the nasal variety, the 
manifestations are similar to those 
of a simple head cold but the dis­ 
charge is more annoying and may 
lead to redness and excoriations of 
the upper lip. 
If permitted to go 
untreated the secretion often per­ 
sists for weeks or months before 
subsiding. 
In contrast, prompt 
anre follows the administration of 
diphtheria antitoxin. 
Pharynx involvement is more 
serious. 
It may begin with sore 
throat, lever, increased pulse rate, 
headache, and fatigue. 
The throat 
at first is red but within a day or 
two becomes covered with a dirty 
grayish-white membrane. 
This is 
telltale evidence that diphtheria 
exists and Is an indication for 
throat culture and the use of anti­ 
toxin to bring the condition under 
control. 
The most severe type occurs 
when the voice box (larynx) is af­ 
fected; skilful care is demanded. 
Swelling of the vocal cords may 
be so extensive as to produce me­ 
chanical obstruction to breathing. 
If the passageway closes completely 
the youngster will suffocate unless 
intubation is done. 
This is a sur­ 
gical procedure in which the wind­ 
pipe is cut and a tube inserted to 
permit air to reach the lungs. Minor 
degrees of obstruction are associated 
with difficulty in breathing and 
restlessness. 
The child is fright­ 
ened and worried and has all the 
appearances of an acute illness. 
Antitoxin also will come to the 
rescue. 
In days gone by, most 
hospital victims suffered from this 
type of diphtheria. 


While the causative, organisms 
axe growing, they produce a toxin, 
which is why the disease is so 
dangerous. 
Although the poison­ 
ous material is manufactured in 
the nose, throat, and larynx it is 
absorbed into the blood stream And. 
travels to the more vttql struc­ 
tures thruout the body. 
The toxin 
can be neutralized by antitoxin. 
One attack of diphtheria confers 
everlasting immunity. In addition 
* to protective “shots” we have an­ 
other aid in our fight against the 
malady. This consists of the Schick 
test, which determines susceptibility 
to diphtheria. 
This is of great 
value whenever an individual has 
been exposed.

SEZ YOU! 


Need For Engineers 


If you want to ensure yourself a Job, become an 
engineer. This appears to be the conclusion reached 
by the manpower committee of the American Society 
for Engineering Education. It finds that our universi­ 
ties soon may be producing no more than 10,000 new 
engineers annually, whereas 30,000 are needed. 
This as partly due to increased demands of indus­ 
try' and of the Army. The outlook is also attributable 
to a marked decline in the number of engineering stu­ 
dents. In 1948, 226,000 were enrolled. The following year# 
the number dropped to 181,000 and in 10t>O it has 
taken an even more significant drop down to 130,000. 
The committee fears that at this rate our schools will 
have only 90,000 potential engineers enrolled a few 
years from now. 
At that rate a qualified engineer would soon be 
a rare individual who could almost command his own 
salary. This might be fine for the individual, but it 
would leave the nation in a serious plight. 
The report does not attempt to answer one in­ 
teresting question. What field are the boys planning 
to make their own instead of engineering? Probably a 
part of. the problem is the great increase in the variety 
of profitable occupations open to the young worker 
of today. 


What's A Cage For? 
Life magazine passes along the information that 
zoo animals bom and reared in captivity think the 
bars on their cages are to keep wild people out. If the 
bars are removed (as when a moat is substituted, for 
Instance) they are scared to death, almost. 
Perhaps this should help Americans who are still 
“puzzled” to understand the Russians—not their gov­ 
ernment, but the people themselves. Red radio and 
press constantly bombard them with the assertion 
that the iron curtain is designed not to keep Russians 
in. but to shut American warmongers. 
Oksana Kasenkina, who fled in 1948 from a 
Russian consulate in New York, became so uneasy at 
her first taste of freedom that she returned volun­ 
tarily. She might have stayed in her cage after that 
!f the menace she felt in the attitude of her fellow 
inmates hadnt frightened her into jumping out a 
window.

WASHINGTON — British 
dele­ 
gates who left the first Truman* 
Attlee White House conference des­ 
cribed their impression as follows: 
“WhenGeneral Bradley got through, 
one felt like he had been kicked in 
the stomach.” 
President Truman, as host, open­ 
ed the conference by proposing to 
Prime Minister Attlee that Gen. 
Omar Bradley give all present an 
up-to-the-minute briefing on the 
military situation in Korea. This 
was agreeable. 
Bradley then disclosed calmly and 
solemnly that the United Nations 
forces in Korea had suffered a com­ 
plete collapse. He described this as 
the greatest military disaster in 
the history of the United States. 
Bradley reported that the Chinese 
Communists had brilliantly and ef­ 
ficiently slashed through American 
lines in such fashion as to make 
the holding of anything but a small 
beachhead impossible. 
American 
casualties in the preceding four or 
five days, Bradley said, had ex­ 
ceeded anything that the allied for­ 
ces had suffered in a comparable 
period of World War II or World 
War I. He reported that the Marines 
fighting in Northeast Korea were 
taking the worst beating. However, 
a complete blueprint has been com­ 
pleted for the evacuation of every 
savable man in Korea, and Gen. 
Joe Lawton Collins, Army chief of 
staff, has been rushed to Korea 
with this plan. 
Bradley reported to the Prime 
Minister and his advisers that it was 
the American view that a small, 
carefully selected beachhead might 
be maintained in 
South 
Korea, 
though even ‘this was doubtful. 
Bradley said the United States fav­ 
ored keeping such a beachhead. 


British Viewpoint 


At this point Field Marshal Sir 
William Slim, chief of the British 
General Staff, was asked by Prime 
Minister Clement Attlee to comment 
on the situation and give the Brit­ 
ish view. 
Slim replied that British informa­ 
tion on the military situation was 
much sketcher than that of the 
United States, but that, on the basis 
of the information already made 
available to the U. K. delegation, it 
appeared futile to attempt to main­ 
tain even a beachhead in Korea. 
Slim argued for a total evacua­ 
tion. The enormous effort that 
would be required 
to supply 
a 
beachhead continuously, he main­ 
tained, would sap allied powers at 
an alarming rate. He pointed out 
that supporting a beachhead would 
ultimately require a gigantic effort 
again to liberate -Korea, and that, 
from the British viewpoint, it would 
be impossible to mount this effort 
in Korea while we were attempting 
to build necessary forces against 
Russia in Europe. 
Slim said that any thought of 
again invading Korea after we had 
been thrown out should be discard­ 
ed on the grounds that it would take 
a greater effort to reinvade Korea 
than it took to land the Allied 
Expeditionary Forces in Normandy 
in World War ^fl. 
No mention was made of the 
use of the atomic bomb. It had been 
agreed before Attlee arrived that 
there were no suitable targets for 
using the bomb in Korea. Nor did 
anyone express any 
criticism 
of 
General MacArthur at any time. 
NOTE—General Bradley has had 
under consideration a plan to take 
every four-engine plane out of civil­ 
ian air service in the United States 
to fly reinforcements to the Korean 
front. However, this plan was aban­ 
doned when it became clear that the 
reinforcements would not stand off 
the Chinese hordes. The' planes may 


still be taken to be used as part 
of a Dunkerque operation. 
Ike To Operate Immediately 
Talk then turned to the question 
of what the allied powers could do 
about the situation in the Far East. 
Attlee gave the British view that 
some kind of arrangement had to 
be made with the Chinese in order 
to avoid even greater calamities out 
of which only Russia could be the 
victor. He emphasized — and the 
American group agreed—that tile 
enemy was Russia, not China, and 
that our strength had to be built up 
in the European theatre. 
The Prime Minister reported that 
in his conference with Premier Rene 
Pleven and French Foreign Minis­ 
ter Robert Schuman, the French 
had agreed to the immediate ap­ 
pointment of General Eisenhower as 
supreme commander of the allied 
forces in Europe with the idea that 
Eisenhower, upon arriving at the 
scene, would then work out final de­ 
tails of the integration of the Ger­ 
man army with that of the French, 
British and other allies in the de­ 
fense of Europe. 
Attlee also made the point that 
it was imperative to have a decision 
reached on Eisenhower at once in 
order to demonstrate to Europe that 
the Western powers were not hope­ 
lessly 
destroyed 
throughout 
the 
world but were giving up in Korea 
to fight another day in Europe. The 
President agreed. 
Attlee also relayed the French 
view that the situation in Korea 
made the situation in Indo-China 
virtually untenable. He said the 
French wanted continued American 
aid rushed to Indo-China, but no 
longer expected any American or 
British military forces to actively 
defend Indo-China. 
Attlee reported that the French 
were ready to activate 20 divisions 


and that Britain, which already had 
two divisions on the European con­ 
tinent, would swiftly commit an ad­ 
ditional three divisions as fast as 
arms were manufactured and deliv­ 
ered. He pledged full cooperation to 
a high command set up under Gen­ 
eral Eisenhower. 
. The American delegation agreed 
with all these points. 


Combined Allied Supplies 
Attlee then raised the question of 
the re-establishment of a 
com­ 
bined materials 
resources 
board, 
such as operated in World War II. 
He pointed out that the allies were 
competing with 
each 
other 
for 
scarce raw materials in the Far 
East to a point where a fantastic 
inflation had taken place. He urged 
the immediate establishment of a 
joint Anglo-American-French board 
to do all strategic buying in the 
Far East to solve this problem. Sec­ 
retary of State Acheson was di­ 
rected by President Truman to go 
forward on this front. 
Recognizing 
China 
Sir Roger Makins. representing 
British 
Foreign 
Minister 
Ernest 
Bevin, then raised the question of 
establishing some kind of relation­ 
ship with the Chinese Communist 
government tp prevent, via diplo­ 
macy, further Chinese aggression in 
the Far East. Truman asked what 
was proposed. 
Attlee 
replied 
that 
the 
great 
weakness of the allied position was 
failure to conduct effective diplo­ 
matic conversations with the Chi­ 
nese to determine their views. 
Attlee told a revealing story how 
* failure to have adequate relation­ 
ships with the Chinese might be 
costing allied lives. He said that 
Sir Gla&wyn Jebb, British delegate 
to the United Nations, had been

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7—Ameri­ 
can public opinion has won out. 
There is to be no appeasement. 
There is to be no surrender of 
American prestige. The fighting will 
go on. Evacuation of UN troops 
‘from Korea will occur only in those 
places where the Chinese send in 
an overwhelming number of troops. 
This means that for several days, 
at least, while peace proposals are 
being 
exchanged 
through 
inter­ 
mediary nations, there will not be 
much change in the broad situation 
in respect to large-scale war. 
Neither side is obligated at th.* 
moment to stop military operations 
at any particular point and unless 
there is a "cease fire” order, tile 
war in Korea will proceed Just as 
if there were no peace negotiations 
under way. 
The one big handicap, however, 
which the UN forces do undergo 
relates to an official reluctance 
here to bomb Manchurian bases or 
offer retaliatory blows In China 
through air power. 
This Is tantamount to saying that 
the UN is fighting a war with its 
hands tied behind its back. It is 
not likely, on the other hand, that 
this situation will continue very long 
though it is deemed expedient to 
operate that way for several days 
anyway, on the theory that the 
most important job ahead is to 
stabilize the UN military defense 
line and at the same time to ex­ 
plore the possibilities of a peaceful 
settlement. 
Some Advantages Possible 
While the situation inside Korea 
goes on as before, there are cer­ 
tain advantages possible now which 
were not present a few weeks ago. 
For one thing, even if MacArthur 
had met no opposition as he sent 
his troops to the northern boundary 
of Korea, there would have been 
no assurance that 
the 
Chinese 
troops in Manchuria would not have 
descended upon 
the 
UN 
armies 
without warning at any time. A long 
period of nervous suspense has been 
averted. 
What the developments of the 
last few days have brought about 
in reality is a showdown. It will 
be recalled that it was intimated 
recently from General MacArthur^ 
headquarters 
that 
one 
of 
the 
reasons for the offensive was to test 
out Chinese intentions. Whatever 
the route by which it has been at­ 
tained, a definition of Chinese pur­ 
poses in North Korea has been 
compelled. This will be achieved 
now through the 
current 
peace 
negotiations. If the Chinese Com- 
muists make the mistake of main­ 
taining an adamant attitude and 
insist that UN troops be evacuated 
from Korea before there is any dis­ 


cussion of peace, Hie whole world 
will recognize this as the action of

without regard to the consequences 
on the diplomatic side. 
There are many here who think 
that there is still an opportunity 
to drive a wedge between the Rus­ 
sian and the Chinese Communist . 
It is being assumed that Mao will 
not wish to embroil his country in 
a war with the United States ami 
risk counter-revolution, not mr rely 
from Chianti Kiil-tthek, hut fr au 
other malcontents who would t>e 
glad to have the opportunity to 
get material aud moral support for 
a counter-revolutionary movement. 
The United States, moreover,

not helpless with respect to a w^r 
inside of China and can keep up 
a strong naval blockade as well 
air bombardment lf the Chine rn 
Reds 
should 
relentlessly 
plunge 
their own country into war by in­ 
sisting 
upon 
impossible 
p e a c e 
terms. 
No Knowldge Of Intentions 
There is absolutely no official 
knowledge here of what the Chine * 
Communists’ intentions really are. 
Nor is it believed that any dele­ 
gation at the UN has any basic 
information on 
the subject, 
bul 
nevertheless many nations are striv­ 
ing desperately 
to 
persuade 
the 
Chinese Communists that they have 
gone pretty far already, and that 
their future opportunity to get in­ 
to the UN and to establish them­ 
selves as a nation, independent of 
Russia, rests solely upon the policies 
to be pursued by Mao in the present 
crisis. 
On pure logic there would be 
grounds for optimism because only 
a war lord, hopelessly bound to 
Moscow, would persist in a cour-e 
that antagonizes the UN, including 
the United States. Such optimism 
as prevails is based upon the theory 
that the Chinese Communists will 
not go to extremes, but will listen 
to some compromise plan whicn 
will not involve appeasement on 
the part of the UN. 
The pessimists, however, of whom 
there $re many—both on Capitol 
Hill and elsewhere in Washington 
—insist that the die has been cast 
and that Chinese communism 
directed 
by 
Moscow', 
and 
that 
World War III. in effect, has been 
begun, and that it will not end 
until there is a showdown with 
Russia, as well.

Meanwhile, mobilization plans are 
rn the making and Prime Minister 
Attlee’s visit here has cleared the 
air to a large extent, so that unity 
among the allies will prove to be 
the primary result of his visit.

WASHINGTON 
I HE appropriate commentary on 
the Truman-Attlee meeting is 
provided by a set of facts more 
significant than any decision 
taken by the President and Prime 
Minister. 
At Nanning, in south China, a 
“liberation” army of about 200,000 
seasoned Chinese troops, with a 
face-saving sprinkling of partisans 
of the Indo-Chinese leader, Ho Chi 
Minh, now stands poised to move. 
Thirty Indo - Chinese Communist 
battalions, trained in China and 
salted with Chinese artillerymen 
and technicians, have crossed the 
Indo-China border. And a Russian 
military mission headed by a Soviet 
major general has already arrived 
at Nanning to supervise this new 
enterprise of the Kremlin’s. 
Thus every element of the pattern 
of preparation foy the Chinese on­ 
slaught against Korea is now visible 
again in this even more important 
region to the southward. Moreover, 
as one examines the facts, it be­ 
comes clear that the indicated on­ 
slaught against Indo-China may oc­ 
cur rather soon. 
Indo-China and Korea were orig­ 
inally coupled as the first two tar­ 
gets of Communist expansion in 
Asia, at the celebrated Peking meet­ 
ing last year. In April, Ho Chi Minh 
and Mao Tse-tung agreed upon the. 
present preparations. 


Little Hope For French 


A few weeks ago, the Chinese 
government protested "violations” 
and "raids” on the Indo-Chinese 


border in language reminiscent of 
their Korean protests. And at the 
Security Council, Chinese Commun­ 
ist representative Wu Hsiu-chuan 
has actually stated in plain lan­ 
guage that the Chinese would “lib­ 
erate” Indo-China as Korea has 
been "liberated.” 
If these facts mean what they 
appear to mean, there is no real 
hope 
that the battered French 
colonial army of 150,000 men can 
withstand a Chinese "liberation” 
effort for very long. If Indo-China 
is thus swept into the Soviet empire, 
every informed observer agrees that 
Asia will go down, nation- by nation, 
like a set of nine pins. And if Asia 
thus goes down, it is impossible to 
expect prolonged resistance by the 
weaker nations in Western Europe. 
Such is the possible or even prob­ 
able future, by which the talks of 
the President and the Prime Min­ 
ister must unhappily be judged. 
Perhaps the most revealing fact 
about these discussions is that the 
American policy makers insisted the 
Chinese aggression in Korea could 
not be “passively accepted,” yet had 
no positive course of action to pro­ 
pose when Atjtlee reached Washing­ 
ton. 
a heir difficulty w as summed up 
in the case for and against bomb­ 
ing in China and Manchuria. This 
would appear the natural retaliation 
for the gross) and flagrant aggres­ 
sion by the Chinese. But in fact our 
air forces in Japan. Korea and Oki­ 
nawa are considerably outweighed 
by the Soviet air forces in eastern 
Siberia and Manchuria. The intel­ 
ligence has uncovered undoubted

N 1920, K. Fuse, correspondent 
of the “Osaka Mainichi” and 
the “Tokyo Nichi Nichi.” was 
sent to Moscow, where he stay­ 
ed for many years.

The Baku Congress of Na­ 
tions, meeting on September I, 
1920, was called to bring Ori­ 
ental nations into the Commun­ 
ist system. Among the repre­ 
sentatives were some from Rus­ 
sia, Turkey, China, India, Persia 
(Iran), Afghanistan, Japan and 
Korea. 


One of the subjects discussed 
most excitedly at this Baku confer­ 
ence was the destruction of the 
British Empire. All these peoples 
in Asia hated the British Empire in 
1920. Zinoviev put it in about these 
words: 
“England enslaved Persia, con­ 
verted Mesopotamia and Arabia in­ 
to her colonies, and starved their 
peoples. Her despotism in Egypt is 
worse than in the days of Pharaoh. 
In China she is poisoning her peo­ 
ple with opium. We shall first de­ 
clare war against Britain, and not 
stop until we win the final victory, 
no matter how long the battle may 
last.” 
It was hatred for Great Britain 
which stimulated the creation of 
Communist parties in Asia. Marx­ 
ism came later. During World War 
II, the full effects of this anti- 
British propaganda among Asiatic, 
and for that matter. African, peo­ 
ples payed off plentifully. The war 
was hardly over when the peoples 
of those countries devoted them-

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AMA Campaigns 
To Help Schools 
Train Doctors 


By ALTON L. BLA K ESLEE 


CLEVELAND— ZP)—The American 
Medical Association has launched 
a brand new multi-million dollar 
campaign, this time to help medical 
schools train future doctors. 
If money isn't raised privately to 
aid hard-pressed schools, then fed­ 


eral government subsidies might be 
used, AMA officials said; 
“And we don’t want government 
stepping in and telling .medical 
schools how they should 'be run," 
they added. 


The AMA has raised millions to 
fight compulsory health insurance, 
which it terms ‘’socialized medicine.” 
It put $500,000 of it into the kitty 
to start the new fund. 
The announcement hit at federal 
subsidies of 
various kinds, and 
broadened the AMA's drive against 
What its leaders cadi the threat of 
socialism.” 
“Maybe this will start a chain- 
reaction against federal subsidies in 
other fields of American life,” de­ 
clared Dr. Louis H. Bauer, Hemp­ 
stead. N. Y., chairman of the board 
of trustees. The AMA represents 
organized medicine in the United 
States. 
“There is growing public aware­ 
ness that federal subsidy has come 
to be a burden, not a bounty, for it 
is bringing intolerable increases in 
taxation, and is dangerously in­ 
creasing federal controls over our 
institutions and the lives of our 
people,” he said. 
In 1949, and again this year, the 
AMA raised $2,500,000 each year by 
special dues, to campaign against 
compulsory health insurance. One 
million was spent on an advertising 
campaign in October. 
The trustees appropriated $500,000 
from this fund to give financial aid 
to 79 approved medical schools 
throughout the nation. The House 
of Delegates unanimously endorsed 
the move at a special session. 
The AMA w ill ask doctors them­ 
selves, businesses, unions, citizens, 
□tiler professions, to contribute vol­ 
untarily to this fund. The goal is 
several million dollars, perhaps even 
a foundation granting money from 
its interest earnings, Dr. Btuer said. 
alany medical schools, both state 
and privately supported now, are 
hard pressed for money for staffs 
and facilities to teach and train 
medic students, he said. Bequests 
and donations often are earmarked 
for special use, such as cancer re­ 
search, and “rarely is money given 
a school with no strings attached, 
be used where is is most needed. 
He said there would be no strings 
on how each medical school uses 
its part of the new fund. But the 
AMA hopes it w ill be spent “ to ex­ 
pand or continue training.” Details 
of how and when funds w ill be 
granted have not yet been worked 
out. 
The allocation of $500,000—from 
the “national education campaign 
fund raised to defend medical free­ 
dom”—was taken as a sign the AMA 
feels 
its drive against national 
health insurance is going well. 
“The support we have received so 
far indicates that we don’t have to 
be as intensive in our campaign 
on that as in the last year,” Dr. 
Bauer said. 
Dr. Elmer Henderson, AMA presi­ 
dent, predicted that because of the 
November elections, any compulsory 
health bill would be defeated by 
2-to-l vote in Congress. It was he 
who said the election also “provided 
a general repudiation of the over­ 
all trend toward state socialism.” 
Dr. Bauer called the new cam­ 
paign “a small torpedo against fed­ 
eral subsidies. The only reason we 
have opposed bills for federal sub­ 
sidies is that there never has yet 
been a bill guaranteeing the freedom 
of medical schools. We don’t want 
the government stepping in and 
telling the schools how they should 
be run. Supreme Court decisions 
show that what the government 
subsidizes, it can also control.” 
“ American 
medicine feels very 
strongly that it should not seek 
federal aid for medical schools, until 
all other means of financing have 
been exhausted ”

A reporter asked what he con­ 
sidered the most decadent aspect 
of American life today, and Faulk­ 
ner replied:

He added, however, it was not 
the fault of the reporters, saying: 
“You find people like this sort of 
thing.

For 
instance, Dr. L. Earle Amow, 
biochemist, found that a lot of 
things happen when a man and a 
woman kiss—especially if they’re 
in love.

His research showed that 
younger women don’t get as much 
pleasure out of a sound smack as 
older one but often indulge the 
men anyway because “they seem 
to expect it.”• • • 
INCIDENTALLY, there is a con­ 
nection, science says, between the 
amount of pleasure a kiss gives 
and the complexion of those whose 
lips are meeting. 
The kisses of brunet women 
are said to be most stimulating to 
dark-haired men while blondes dis­ 
turb light-complexioned men more 
than brunets do. 
Similar pair­ 
ings are believed most satisfying 
from the women’s standpoint, too. 
so that problem works itself out 
pretty well for both ladies and 
gentlemen. 
Modern science has even gone 
into the old eyes-open-or-closed 
question, although there is still 
some difference of opinion on the 
answer.

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By GROVER BRINKMAN 
Written Especially for Central 
Press and This Newspaper 
ROMANTIC HISTORY, untold 
hardships, and undying devotion 
are ail interwoven in the thousands 
of “little churches" that are scat­ 
tered, like tiny lamps, over the 
broad expanse of our own United 
States, Canada and Mexico.

Or perhaps it’s a little red 
brick church, or a small structure 
made of native stone, buried on 
some side street of a little western 
cow-town—in a bleak desert area 
even, where Indian trails cross. Or 
perhaps a small church and adjoin­ 
ing parsonage at a rural cross­ 
roads in the mighty com belt of 
our Midwest. 
Wherever it is, there you will 
also find a plat fenced off, where 
aged white headstones gleam in 
the morning sun, and where, if you 
investigate further, some of the 
famous names of America have 
found their last resting place, 
• • • 
TOURISTS might gape in won­ 
der at the mighty citadels of the 
city, but it 4s doubtful if any of 
these architectural wonders have a 
spot so dear in the hearts of Amer­ 
icans, young and old, as some of 
the tiny places of worship that dot 
our countryside. 
One little rural church In par­ 
ticular can be used to illustrate this 
theory. Who of us haven’t heard 
of the famed Church in the Wild­ 
wood, in Iowa, or the song as­ 
sociated with it, that has been 
sung far and wide for the past 
BO years? 
This old song, variously known 
as The Church in the Wildwood, 
and The Little Brown Church in 
the Yale, was written by Dr. W. 8. 
Pitts, and now is a classic in 
American hymns.

Bradford, Iowa, although Dr. Pitts 
wrote the song before the actual 
church was built. 
Off the coast of New Hampshire 
is a little church that is unique,

This little church hot hundreds of counterparts in oast, midwest. 
A tiny mission blooms amidst tho sagobrush of tho wostorn plains. 
Star Island, IO miles or more from 
the mainland. 
Star island, inci­ 
dentally, is said to be the only is­ 
land off America’s coastlines that 
is dedicated entirely to religious 
services. Built iii 1800, the little 
church there Is used by the fam­ 
ilies of the east coast fishermen, 
who pray for their safe return 
from the sea. 
Another small church which 
sprang into fame in recent years 
is a quaint old Quaker meeting 
house In Sandy Spring, Md., about 
20 miles from Washington. 
Its 
popularity and prominence was na­ 
tional news coverage after Presi­ 
dent Herbert Hoover regularly at­ 
tended services there.

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Progress Made In Producing Cold 
Rubber And Getting Oil From Coal 


COLUMBUS, O.—-(£*)—Americans 
are getting better at producing cold 
rubber and in getting oil from coal. 
The American Institute of Chemi­ 
cal Engineers got a report on pro­ 
gress in those fields at their 43rd 
annual meeting here. 


Marvin W. Larson, of the B. P. 
Goodrich Chemical Co., Cleveland, 
told about development of a way to 
make cold rubber continuously, in­ 
stead of in batches. 
Most motorists now know that 
cold rubber for tires is superior to 


the synthetic kind turned out dur** 
tag the World War II. 
It used to take 16 hours to mix 
batches of cold rubber. But the 
Goodrich-operated RFC plant ta 
Port Neches, Tex., now uses a con­ 
tinuous cold rubber process that has 
increased capacity about 20 per 
cent. It also cut production costs and 
improved quality. 
E. L. Clark, Pittsburgh, Pa., re* 
ported improvements in a process 
for getting oil from coal. 
Clark said it now takes only 1,500 
pounds pressure to get usable fuel 


oil from coal. That is a three to. 
six-fold reduction from the pre-' 
viously 
developed 
high-pressure' 
method, he explained. 
The hifeh-pressure method requir- j 
ed heavy forgings and special piping; 
and valves on machinery getting 
oil from the coal. The lower pres­ 
sure permits use of welded equip­ 
ment and more available piping ma­ 
terial, Clark said.

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Winner Of Hawks! B oothill—M onument 
To Frontier Times 
Award Calls For 
Strong Air Force 


New York—riNS>—Amon Carter, 
publisher of the Ft. Worth Star- 
Telegram. presented with the Frank 
M. Hawks Memorial Award for his 
contributions to U.S. aviation, called 
for the type of air force which the 
late great airman had urged. 
‘•The most responsible leaders in 
aviation believe we need a 70-group 
Air Force as an absolute minimum,” 
said Carter, eleventh well-known 
w inner of the coveted award donat­ 
ed annually by the American Legion 
Air Service Post 501. 
"We don’t have 70 groups in these 
perilous times and I agree with 
those airmen who believe that we 
could very well use a 200-group 
force right now.” 
The Texas publisher, praised 6y 
the night’s speakers as one of the 
true pioneers of American aviation, 
urged united support of the govern­ 
ment, its armed forces, and their 
generals and admirals during the 
present crisis. 
Carter suggested that the sacri­ 
fices which the civilian population 
might be called upon to suffer were 
but a small contribution as com­ 
pared to the sacrifices being made 
b\ Americans in Korea today. 
Carter, for whom many of the in­ 
put Ila lions of Ft. Worth’s in ter-con­ 
tineu tai bomber base have been 
named, spoke of his many memories 
of such pioneers in aeronautics as 
Eddie Rickenbacker, C. R. Smith, 
Will Rogers, Benjamin Foulois, and 
tile late Gen. H. H. Arnold. 
He recalled that he had flown on 
many 
trail-blazing 
flights 
with 
Frank Hawks prior to the death of 
the latter in a crash in 1938. Carter 
said that the only real fright he 
had had in an airplane in more 
than a million miles of travel came 
In the 1920’s when on a flight with 
Hawks from Fort Worth to New 
York, the plane was in danger of 
making a crash landing near Birm­ 
ingham. Ala. 
“My great fear sprang from the 
fact th^t I didn’t know anybody in 
Birmingham/' the publisher re­ 
marked. 
He is one of several prominent 
TJ.S. newspaper figures who have 
received the award, among whom 
are William Randolph Hearst, Sr., 
John 8. Knight, Arthur H. Sulz­ 
berger, and Roy W. Howard. 
Carter’s exceptional career in 
aviation extends from January, 1911, 
when he sponsored an exhibition of 
flying by four French aviators at 
Fort Worth, to the present time, 
which sees him about to officiate 
at the opening of mammoth New 
Fort Worth runways capable of 
launching and receiving the ten- 
engined B-36. 


This is it—the last resting place af some of the Old West's bad mea.

TOMBSTONE, Arlz.—Towns are 
much like young people: some 
grow famous and others do not 
Tombstone is one of the towns of 
America that grew famous for 
two distinct reasons. The first was 
its odd name. The second was its 
world-famous (or infamous) cem­ 
etery called Boothill. 
Tourists, traveling through the 
southwest, never pass up this little 
town of Tombstone, or its equally 
notorious B o o t h i l l graveyard, 
about three miles from the town 
itself, for so much legend, fan­ 
tasy and fact is associated with 
the town and the cemetery that 
the two names have grown fa­ 
miliar all over the world. 
What was so dead about this 
one-time metropolis of the Cop­ 
per State that it was given the 
mournful name of Tombstone? 
Perhaps you, like I, have won­ 
dered about this. Here is the way 
one native explained it: 
While the murderous Indian 
chief, Geronimo} the Terrible Apa­ 
che, was on the warpath, and the 
earlier settlers of the Arizona 
t e r r i t o r y were concentrating 
around the few available forts for 
protection, an old prospector b^ the 
name of Ed Schiefflin came into 
an Army post one day with news 
about a fabulous gold strike back 
kl the hills of the Indian country. 


H E TOLD an Army officer that 
he intended going back to find a 
fortune. “You’ll go back and find 
your tombstone," the officer re­ 
plied. “Geronimo will get you." 
Schiefflin, however, went back, 
and found his bonanza mine. 
A 
town sprang up near the sight, and 
he named it Tombstone. And so, 
the story goes, it has been called 
over since. 
During the days of our last fron­ 
tier, Tombstone was classified as 
the town “too tough to die." Pos­ 
sibly that phrase was a bit over­ 
drawn, for some of the most no­ 
torious characters of the Old West 
are buried in the famous Boothill 
cemetery. 
Few, if any, of America's burial 
spots recall so well the violence 
and stark drama as does this 
rocky, cactus-infested hillside near 
the Mexican border. 
On Boothill, you will see simple 
little markers ^identifying the cac­ 
tus-encrusted graves. 
One reads 
“Dutch Annie," and a n o t h e r 
“China 
Mary." 
Others, 
“Hop 
Lung," “Tong Lee"and “Foo Hee. 
Incidentally, an old account says 
that “more than one thousand bug­ 
gies" wended up the hill road

was buried; for this infamous 
character, despite her notorious 
life, was also known as a camp 
angel, and is said to have staked 
many penniless prospectors to rn 
much-needed grubstake. 
You won't find any boots atop 
ground in Boothill cemetery, but 
many a pair were buried with the 
victim, for there were no ordinary 
graves in Boothill. The men and 
women who are buried here were 
almost without exception, “char­ 
acters." 
One marker reads: "Tom Mc- 
Lowery, Frank McLowery, Billy 
Clanton—murdered on the streets 
of Tombstone.” The lettering is in 
quotations, for there seems to be 
two sides to the famous Clanton- 
Earp feud that is a part of the his­ 
tory and legend of the Old West. 
The native red men figured in 
Boothill's population, also. 
One 
epitaph, serving two men, Al Ben­ 
nett and Ben Scott, reads simply, 
“Ambushed by Apaches." 
An­ 
other marker serves for five men, 
“all legally hanged in 1884." There 
is a variety, of a sort, you see, on 
Boothill. 
• e • 
THE MOST VIVID story con­ 
nected with Boothill concerns a 
cowboy named Johnny Blair, who 
died of smallpox out on a lonely 
mesa, where he crawled to the 
cabin of an old Mexican. 
When it came time to take the 
cowboy to his last resting place, 
no one wanted to do the job, for 
fear of getting llhe dread disease 
So a cowboy pal supposedly roped 
Johnny's boots, through the cabin 
window, and took him to the ceme­ 
tery at the end of a long rope. 
No one wanted to be buried In 
Boothill except one man—and he 
was denied that privilege. He was 
Doe Holliday, one of the molt 
publicized characters of the region, 
who often professed the desire that 
he might die with his boots on and 
be buried “on tho hill" But Hol­ 
liday took ill with tuberculosis 
while in Cottonwood Springs, Colo., 
and died there—without his boots 
on. 
Many of the markers in this 
old cemetery spin a laconic yarn 
of poetic justice, as attested by 
these three: “Red River Tom— 
Shot by Ormsby.” (Ormsby evi­ 
dently was a marshal or sheriff.) 
“Bronco Charlie—Shot by Orm­ 
sby.” And lastly: “Ormsby Shot.1 
Many of the occupants of Boot­ 
hill found their last resting place 
there during the period when the 
old Bird Cage theater flourished in 
nearby Tombstone. 
Here, inci­ 
dentally, Jenny Lind is said to 
have performed. The theater still 
stands, a mecca for tourist parties. 


WASHINGTON, (ZP)—The U. S. 
government has taken formal title 
to the Eva Braun motion picture 
films dealing with her private life 
with Adolf Hitler. 
The action was disclosed in a so­ 
called “vesting order” published by 
the Office of Alien Property in the 
Federal Register, daily government 
bulletin. 
The Justice Department, in which 
the alien property office functions, 
said in response to an inquiry that 
n o ,relative of Fraulien Braun or 
other person had come foreward to 
claim ownership of the films. The 
order placing their title in the At­ 
torney General means that if any 
commercial use is ever made of the 
material, the royalties will go to the 
U. S. Treasury. 
The Justice Department said the 
Eva Braun collection was included 
In more than 5,000,000 feet of Ger­ 
man motion film seized by the U. S. 
Army when it moved into Germany. 
The Army several years ago placed 
the film in the National Archives. 
The order said the collection in­ 
cludes : 
“The motion picture taken by or 
for Eva Braun covering scenes from 
her personal life and her life with 
Adolf Hitler." 
Hitler and Fraulien Braun, his 
long-time companion, were married 
in 1945 shortly before they died to­ 
gether in the ruins of Berlin.

SEOUL—(PY-'What is a Suk? A 
hop? A small mal? These units of 
measure are common in Korea.

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Doctors Hundreds Of Miles Away 
View X-Ray Examination Via TV 


BALTIMORE—(ZP)—A patient was 
wheeled under an x-ray machine 
md the power was turned on. 
The x-rays, instead of passing 
through the man’s chest and onto 
I screen or photographic plate, was 
directly to a special type of 
fed 


television transmitting tube. 
The image was flashed to New 
York, Chicago, Washington, Co­ 
lumbus, as well as to Baltimore via 
a regular television network. 
Among those looking in were Dr. 
Paul C. Hodges, professor of radio­ 


logy at the University of Chicago, 
and Dr. Walter Sennott, at the U, S. 
Marine hospital in New York. 
The two physicians were tied in 
by telephone to Dr. David M. Gould, 
assistant professor of radiology at 
Johns Hopkins Medical School, who 
was standing over the patient in 
the studio. 
1 
They—-with thousands of tele­ 
vision lookers-on in the five cities— 
saw what looked like strips of black 
tape in the x-ray image. 
They were pieces of iron which 


had penetrated the patient's back 
in an industrial accident a few 
weeks ago. 
Prom New York, Dr. Sennott ask­ 
ed Dr. Gould to remove the flesh 
on the man’s back to see what 
happened to the iron particles. 
After a five minute, three-way 
conversation, the three radiologists 
decided the iron had not affected 
the patient’s lungs, and that simple 
surgery was called for. 
It was the first time In history 
that such a simultaneous x-ray 


examination by doctors separated by 
hundreds of miles had been held. 
The unique program was made 
possible through the use of a revo­ 
lutionary new x-ray machine, engi­ 
neered i along television patterns. 
Through the machine, x-ray Images, 
generally of low brightness, are 
amplified from 300 to 3.000 times. 
They may then be viewed on con­ 
ventional TV receiving tubes. 
It was developed by Dr. Russell 
H. Morgan, chief of radiology for 
the Johns Hopkins Hospital, with 


the assistance of the U. S. Public 
Health Service and the Radio Corp­ 
oration of America laboratories at 
Princeton, N. J., and Lancaster, Pa.

Dr. Robert F. Jackson, associate 
professor of mathematics at the Uni­ 
versity of Delaware, said that with­ 
in a decade electronic calculators 
may take over the tasks now done 
by millions of white collar workers. 
Dr. Jackson, a consultant to the 
ballistics research laboratory of the 
Army's Aberdeen 
(Md.) 
Proving I 
Ground, made his statement in a 
graduate lecture. Much, of the lab­ 
oratory’s work involves electronic 
computing machines. 
The professor said th at one of 
the major reasons why these electri­ 
cal brains haven't been put to wide- 
apread use has been the cost. An 
electronic calculator, built by hand, 
now costs about $500,000. Dr. Jack­ 
son said that in mass production, 
they would cost from $10,000 to 


$20,000. 
An electronic brain, he said, “can 
turn out as many and as good re­ 
m its as hundreds of payroll clerks, 
hand-computers, 
shipping 
clerks, 
Job-routing clerks—almost any type 
of clerical help. 
“They are not built for a single, 
narrow, specialized job. They are j 
sufficiently versatile to do almost! 
any type of job, so long as no im a -' 
gination or originality is required. 
“The technologicial unemployment j 
in the last 200 years with develop- ! 
ment of machines has come about! 
slowly enough for people to be dis­ 
placed from one job, absorbed iii 
another, because at one point only 
one type of job is being displaced. 
“But the electronic calculator Is a 
machine of almost universal appli- j 
cation. Therefore, it has a mass 
market.** 
Dr. Jackson said these giant coils 
of mercury, copper and steel with 
their banks of hundreds of electronic 
tubes, can “boil down any mathema­ 
tical operation into a long train of 
simple operations. They can even be 
adapted to translate written m atter 
from one language to another at 
an approximate rate of ten words a 
•econd.” 
But. he informed the fearful, do 
not think these electronic devices, 
are “thinking machines.” 
These machines, he said, “are re­ 
stricted to a slavish following of 
Instructions, and that is what is 
done by every machine that now ex­ 
ists. This is not thinking.** 
Said Dr. Jackson: 
“The most complex calculating 
machine 
so 
far 
constructed 
is 
roughly a million times simpler than 
the human brain.**

DETROIT, Dec. B UP)—The Ford 
Motor Company tonight announced 
an increase In car prices, the aecond 
major auto manufacturer to ’ an­ 
nounce such a hike today. 
Earlier. General Motors said Its 
1951 models would cost more than 
current models. 
As with GM, Ford blamed the 
increase on increased cost of ma­ 
terials. 
In a statement. Ford said; 
“What we have to pay for the 
supplies, materials, labor and other 
costs that go into our passenger 
cars has increased since June of 
1950 at the rate of 103 million 


dollars a year. Such Increases have 
thus far been absorbed by tho 
company. There has been no gen­ 
eral Increase in the prices of our 
passenger cars since August, 1948. 
“The cost rise has been rapid 
during the past 60 days. Further­ 
more, shortages of materials have 
forced us substantially to reduce 
production schedules. F art of our 
increase in casts must now, there­ 
fore, be reflected in our prices.” 
The price increase applies to Ford, 
Mercury and Lincoln cars. 
The boost ranges from $87.50 on 
its lowest priced Ford to $165 on its 
highest priced Lincoln.

This means there will be a sub­ 
stantial number of unsold new cars 
on hand at the year’s end. 
This, 
too. is not unusual in anything like 


normal times. 
But even the most 
optimistic of industry analysts don’t 
expect the stock of unsold new cars 
to last long when production slows 
down. 
Many industry authorities now axe 
predicting a shortage of new cars 
before the end of next March. The 
manufacturers say they don’t know 
what to expect in production volume 
after January. 
The cry of materials shortage.* 
has been heard throughout the cai 
industry ever since the end of World 
War II.

CHICAGO—Industry is always 
concerned about saving time and 
money by getting the right man 
for the right Job but today it is 
more cautious about spending time 
and money on tests and charts in 
accomplishing this. 
Personnel directors are becom­ 
ing increasingly inclined to rely 
upon the judgment of experienced 
interviewers rather than on the 
interpretation of aptitude tests. 
Sampling of industry in Chicago, 
the center of the nation’s labor 
market, shows only a few compan­ 
ies employing written and jrtsual 
examinations to screen job candi­ 
dates. 
Among reasons given for pre­ 
ferring the “counsellor method,” in 
addition to greater confidence in 
its reliability, is the time-consum­ 
ing and comparatively expensive 
aspects of the test procedure, and 
the objection of many individuals 
to being “classified” in such man­ 
ner. 
As a corollary of this trend in 
personnel methods, the modern em­ 
ployment agency is being enlisted 
to a greater extent than ever by 
companies of all sizes and even 


those having extensive personnel 
departments of their own. 


THIS is explained in part by the 
real merchandising job the pro­ 
gressive employment agency is do­ 
ing with applicants, according to 
Lon D. Barton, president of a Chi­ 
cago employment agency, which 
with its affiliates is the largest in 
the country. 
“Our operation is completely de­ 
partmentalized,” Barton points out 
in contrast to the old “hiring hall” 
which was little more than a pro­ 
cessing unit. 
“Each department, whether It 
handles salesmen, technicians, en­ 
gineers, accountants or some other 
vocational group, is staffed by men 
who have had experience in that 
field and are also trained in per­ 
sonnel. 
“Naturally they mra in a posi­ 
tion to analyze and evaluate an 
applicant and determine more ac­ 
curately his worth and p r o p e r 
niche than any combination 
of 
tests and charts which are at best 
inflexible and subject to the error 
of arbitrary conclusions.'* 
• 
• 
• 
AS A CASE in point, he cites the 
experience of a nationally known 
manufacturer which had its own 
personnel department but which 
sought aid of the agency after its 
ads and inquiries had failed. This 
company was in the market for a 
district sales manager. 
After 
an 
extensive 
screening 
process and intensive interviewing 
of potential nominees, 11 candi­ 
dates were referred to the com­ 
pany. 
Company procedure called 
for testing these men as to vocabu­ 
lary range, recognition, dexterity 
and similar aptitudes.

However, possibly most import­ 
ant is the protection afforded to 
both the applicant and the com­ 
pany. The company is spared the 
expense and confusion of screening 
a flood of replies to an advertise­ 
ment and, in the case of smaller 
companies, the president or an­ 
other executive can avail himself 
of expert personnel advice rather 
than deciding in the dark, 
• 
• 
• 
AS FOR the job eeeker, the pro­ 
tection of an agency is possibly 
even more important, especially if 
he is in the higher brackets. He 
is not in a position to go around 
ringing doorbells and must rely on 
the confidential efforts of the agen­ 
cy and thus avoid broadcasting the 
fact that he i« either unemployed 
or seeking to make a change. 
In order to maintain this posi­ 
tion of trust and still serve as an 
effective middleman between in­ 
dustry and the individual, the em­ 
ployment agency has adopted new 
techniques as a sqpplement to ad­ 
vertising In the classified columns 
of newspapers. 
By brochure and bulletin, Bar­ 
ton’s firm, for example, keeps & 
list of approximately 25,000 execu­ 
tives alerted to the available candi­ 
date* in the higher brackets of 
various job fields. 
The effectiveness of this direct 
mail approach is indicated by the 
fact that on occasion a single bul­ 
letin will draw as many as 350 re­ 
quests from prospective employers 
for further information about the 
applicants. 
The agency today Is “buying** 
expertly for the employer as well 
as 
“selling** effectively for the 
individual.

Tests, Charts Lose Favor As Means 
Of Picking Right Man for Right Job 


By Central Presa 
CHICAGO—Industry I* alway* 
concerned about saving time and 
money by getting the right man 
for the right job but today it la 
more cautious about spending time 
and money on tests and charts in 
accomplishing this. 
Personnel directors are becom­ 
ing increasingly inclined to rely 
upon the judgment of experienced 
interviewers rather than on the 
interpretation of aptitude tests. 
Sampling of industry in Chicago, 
the center of the nation’e labor 
market, shows only a few compan­ 
ies employing written and jrisual 
examinations to screen job candi­ 
dates. 
Among reasons given for pre­ 
ferring the “counsellor method,” in 
addition to greater confidence In 
its reliability, is the time-consum­ 
ing and comparatively expensive 
aspects of the test procedure, and 
thfe objection of many individuals 
to being “classified” in such man­ 
ner. 
As a corollary of thia trend In 
personnel methods, the modern em­ 
ployment agency is being enlisted 
to a greater extent than ever by 
companies of all sizes and even 


those having extensive personnel 
departments of their own. 
• e s 
THIS is explained in part by the 
real merchandising job the pro­ 
gressive employment agency is do­ 
ing with applicants, according to 
Lon D. Barton, president of a Chi­ 
cago employment agency, which 
with its affiliates is til* largest in 
the country. 
“Our operation Is completely de­ 
partmentalized,” Barton points out 
in contrast to the old “hiring hall” 
which was little more than a pro­ 
cessing unit. 
“Each department, whether it 
handles salesmen, technicians, en­ 
gineers, accountants or some other 
vocational group, is staffed by men 
who have had experience in that 
field and are also trained in per­ 
sonnel. 
“Naturally they mr* In a posi­ 
tion to analyze and evaluate an 
applicant and determine more ac­ 
curately his worth and p r o p e r 
niche than any combination of 
tests and charts which are at best 
Inflexible and subject to the error 
of arbitrary conclusions.” 
*

AS A CASE in point, he cites the 
experience of a nationally known 
manufacturer which had its own 
personnel department but which 
sought aid of the agency after its 
ads and inquiries had failed. This 
company was in the market for a 
district sales manager. 
After an extensive screening 
process and intensive interviewing 
of potential nominees, l l candi­ 
dates were referred to the com­ 
pany. Company procedure called 
for tearing these men as to vocabu­ 
lary range, recognition, dexterity 
and similar aptitudes.

The company is spared the 
expense and confusion of screening 
a flood of replies to an advertise­ 
ment and, in the case of smaller 
companies, the president or an­ 
other executive ean avail himself 
of expert personnel advice rather 
than deciding in the dark,

AB FOR the job seeker, the pro­ 
tection of an agency is possibly 
even more important, especially if 
he is in the higher brackets. He 
is not in a position to go around 
ringing doorbells and must rely on 
the confidential efforts of the agen­ 
cy and thus avoid broadcasting the 
fact that he Irn either unemployed 
or seeking to make a change. 
In order to maintain this posi­ 
tion of trust and still serve as an 
effective middleman between in­ 
dustry and the individual, the em­ 
ployment agency has adopted new 
techniques as a supplement to ad­ 
vertising in the classified columns 
of newspapers. 
By brochure and bulletin, Bar­ 
ton’s firm, for example, keeps a 
list of approximately 25,000 execu­ 
tives alerted to the available candi­ 
dates in the higher brackets of 
various job fields. 
The effectiveness of this direct 
mail approach is indicated by the 
fact that on occasion a single bul­ 
letin will draw as many as 150 re­ 
quests from prospective employers 
for further information about the 
applicants. 
The agenoy today Is "buying” 
expertly for the employer as well 
as “selling** effectively for rile 
individual.

Lessens As 
Mercury Drops 


Sleet Is Reported 
In Surrounding Area 
Night Watchman 
Discovers Blaze

The threat of floodwaters from 
the Potomac River and Wills Creek 
abated last night as lowering temp­ 
eratures took the sting out of the 
heavy rainfall of yesterday and last 
evening, and the weather forecast 
for today predicted snow flurries 
and bitter cold. 
High winds and sleet accompanied 
the rain and the temperature took 
a sharp drop from the 50 s to near 
freezing late last night. 
At Hyndman, Pa., the river was 
reported 
overflowing 
its 
banks 
earlier yesterday evening, but at 
10:30 p. m., after the rain stopped, 
it had dropped about six inches. At 
the same time, the sky had cleared 
and there was no fog reported. 
Locally, the Potomac rose about 
one foot between 2 p. m, yesterday 
and 10 o'clock last night and it was 
reported to be continuing to rise 
then. 
One foot of water was reported on 
the Mt. Savage Road near the stone 
quarry at 11 o'clock last night due to 
overflowing of Wills Creek. 
Storm Hits Garrett 
The storm was accompanied by 
high winds especially in the high 
mountain areas of Garrett County. 
Innumerable telephones were knock­ 
ed out and trees were blown down. 
The Weather Bureau said that 
the big winds should die down a 
bit today, but that Maryland would 
shiver under a biting cold front. 
Maryland State Roads officials 
said that roads were not Icy at 10 
o’clock last night but they were 
expected to become so in view of 
the lowering temperatures. 
At 10:30 p. m. yesterday, sleet 
was said to be forming on Route 40 j 
west of Frostburg. 
West Virginia State Police were 
advising motorists to use chains on 
Route 50. west of Keyser. Heavy fog 
on Allegany Front with rain freez­ 
ing on the highway made driving 
very hazardous. High winds were 
reported in the higher areas. 
Late last night cloudy skies con­ 
tinued to hover over most all sec­ 
tions of the Tri-State area, with 
strong winds blowing in most sec­ 
tions. 
At Davis, WT. Va., a temperatuVe of 
80 degrees was recorded at 9:30 
p. m. yesterday and wind and fog 
was reported. 
In Luke, the Potomac River was 
rising a t the r a t e of six inches per 
hour last night, but the rains had 
ceased for a brief period around 
10 o'clock. N e v e rth e le s s , the rising 
waters were said to be only two 
Inches from the flood stage. 
A temperature of 30 degrees was 
recorded at Deal. Pa., last night at 
9 30 o’clock, but rain had let up by 
den. Fog was reported on the top 
of higher areas. The same condi­ 
tions existed at Thomas, W. Va.

Although only a handful of spec­ 
tators saw the performance, a sig­ 
nificant drama was unfolded yes­ 
terday afternoon in the Allegany 
County Circuit court room on the 
ninth anniversary of Pearl Harbor 
Day. 
The occasion was the naturali­ 
zation of a new American citizen. 
Few more significant names could 
have been selected for the new 
citizen. Her name is Mrs. Jones— 
Mrs. Edith May Jones, 13 Railroad 
Street, Lonaconing. 
Actually, had there not been a 
Pearl Harbor Day nine years ago, 
Mrs. Jones might not have been 
standing in the court room yester­ 
day to swear allegiance to the 
United States of America. 
For just 19 days after Pearl Har­ 
bor Day, when the United States 
was thrust into World War II, Ed- 
war Jones, who had lived in Lon­ 
aconing all his life, enlisted in the 
Army Air Force. In August, 1942, 
Jones found himself in Ireland, a 
year later he met the future Mrs. 
Jones and in 1944 they were married 
at Preston, in Lancashire County, 
England. She has resided In Lon­ 
aconing since April, 1946. 
Becomes Citizen 
After Mrs. Jones swore an oath 
of allegiance to the United States 
and thereby became an American 
citizen, the two Judges present for 
the ceremony reminded Mrs. Jones 
of her rights and duties as an 
American 
citizen. 
Although 
the 
words were directed to Mrs. Jones 
they might have been addressed to 
all citizens of Allegany county. 
First 
to speak 
was Associate 
Judge George Henderson, who gave 
Mrs. Jones the oath which made 
her an American citizen. 
“All of the basic principles of 
American citizenship also are 
part of the foundation of the gov­ 
ernment of Great Britain under 
which you formerly lived,” Judge 
Henderson 
began. 
“The 
United 
States and Great Britain recognize 
the same basic rights of the indivi­ 
dual and it is this recognition that 
makes our countries democracies, 
the Judge continued. 
“We see in the world at present 
two armed camps. On the one side 
are the nations that recognize the 
rights of the individuals. On the 
other side the people have no such 
rights. The State is supreme and it 
owes no duty to its citizens,” Judge 
Henderson concluded. 
He then called upon Associate 
Judge Morgan C. Harris, who at­ 
tended the ceremony as an observer. 
In his brief remarks he referred to 
the history of democracies. 
“You are now a citizen of a great 
democracy which is only 163 years 
old. Qther democracies are older 
and some democracies of the past 
have disappeared. I refer to the re­ 
publics of Venice, Athens, Genoa 
and Florence. All came to the same 
end because great powers were 
granted to selfish men. 
Today 
the 
United States 
is 
theratened with the possibility of 
a third World War. It may be nec­ 
essary for many men in this country 
to fight to preserve the freedoms 
that we hold dear,” Judge Harris 
concluded.

A zoning appeal for the location 
of a service station on Louisiana 
Avenue at the corner of Hill Top 
Drive was rejected yesterday in a 
ruling by the Board of Zoning Ap­ 
peals.

In its ruling, the board pointed 
out that “a careful persual of this 
section (on permissible exceptions) 
of the zoning ordinance does not 
disclose a single ground upon which 
to base an approval of the permit. 
“While the Board is of the opinion 
that the premises would be proper 
for a gasoline service station and 
did recommend to the Mayor and 
Council that this area be made busi­ 
ness; nevertheless the Mayor and 
Council saw fit to allow the ordin­ 
ance to stand unchanged as to the 
area. 
“The Board must be guided and is 
bound by the ordinance; hence, the 
appeal will be dismissed and the is­ 
suance of the permit disapproved.”

Although only a handful of spec­ 
tators saw the performance, a sig­ 
nificant drama was unfolded yes­ 
terday afternoon in the Allegany 
County Circuit court room on the 
ninth anniversary of Pearl Harbor 
Day. 
The occasion was the naturali­ 
zation of a new American citizen. 
Few more significant names could 
have been selected for the new 
citizen. Her name is Mrs. Jones— 
Mrs. Edith May Jones, 13 Railroad 
Street, Lonaconing. 
Actually, had there not been a 
Pearl Harbor Day nine years ago, 
Mrs. Jones might not have been 
standing in the court room yester­ 
day to swear allegiance to the 
United States of America. 
For just 19 days after Pearl Har­ 
bor Day, when the United States 
was thrust into World War II, Ed- 
war Jones, who had lived In Lon­ 
aconing all his life, enlisted in the 
Army Air Force. In August, 1942, 
Jones found himself in Ireland, a 
year later he met the future Mrs. 
Jones and in 1944 they were married 
at Preston, in Lancashire County, 
England. She has resided in Lon­ 
aconing since April, 1946. 
Becomes Citizen 
After Mrs. Jones swore an oath 
of allegiance to the United States 
and thereby became an American 
citizen, the two judges present for 
the ceremony reminded Mrs. Jones 
of her rights and duties as an 
American 
citizen. 
Although 
the 
words were directed to Mrs. Jones 
they might have been addressed to 
all citizens of Allegany county. 
First to speak was Associate 
Judge George Henderson, who gave 
Mrs. Jones the oath which made 
her an American citizen. 
“All of the basic principles of 
American citizenship also are a 
part of the foundation of the gov­ 
ernment of Great Britain under 
which you formerly lived,” Judge 
Henderson 
began. 
"The 
United 
States and Great Britain recognize 
the same basic rights of the indivi­ 
dual and it is this recognition that 
makes our countries democracies,” 
the Judge continued. 
“We see in the world at present 
two armed camps. On the one side 
are the nations that recognize the 
rights of the individuals. On the 
other side the people have no such 
rights. The State is supreme and it 
owes no duty to its citizens,” Judge 
Henderson concluded. 
He then called upon Associate 
Judge Morgan C. Harris, who at­ 
tended the ceremony as an observer. 
In his brief remarks he referred to 
the history of democracies. 
“You are now a citizen of a great 
democracy which is only 163 years 
old. Qther democracies are older 
and some democracies of the past 
have disappeared. I refer to the re­ 
publics of Venice, Athens, Genoa 
and Florence. All came to the sam® 
end because great powers were 
granted to selfish men. 
“Today the United States is 
theratened with the possibility of 
a third World War. It may be nec­ 
essary for many men in this country 
to fight to preserve the freedoms 
that we hold dear,” Judge Harris 
concluded.

A zoning appeal for the location 
of a service station on Louisiana 
Avenue at the comer of Hill Top 
Drive was rejected yesterday in a 
ruling by the Board of Zoning Ap­ 
peals.
